e According to construction desipns, 48 containers are to be set ap in the 
new southern fuel dump. The type plate of a container read: "Brewing 
Machine Factory Halle, VEB, 21.8 cubic meters." Source learned from a 
drawing that the northern fuel dump was also to be rrovided with 18 tanks 
of 21.8 cubic meters each. Tt could not be determined whether the containers 
already available there were to be used. Twenty-one containers of various 
sizes, lay there above the zround on 19 September. Source made a sketch of 
fuel tank pit I in the southern fuel dump. Twelve fuel containers were to be 
emvlaced in this pit. The other fuel tank pits II, ITI and IV are to be 
constructed in the same manner as pit I. (2)

This 
number almost agrees with the cbhserved number of 64, It is possible thet 
source did not observe all the planes. 


The larre number of planes was probably assembled at the ficld because of ihe 

fall maneuvers. However, it is not known for what purpose the 1? atreraft 

from outside the Soviet Zone of Germany were stationed at Verneuchen airfield, 

The air activity observed indicates that the bomber pilots are well trained:
